Tills is the tbreshtiki of the city- The motor 
turns off the artffiaJ avenue^ and, skirting 
the low reel base of this gigantic monument, 
comes to a stop. Tile traveller heaves a 
breath, before lii.s eyes, sic ping gently upward, 
runs a gravel way of such infinite perspective as 
to suggest the intervention of a diminishing- 
glass; at whose end, reared above the green 
tree-tops, glitters the seat of government, the 
seventh Delhi, fout'scpiare tipcn an cmincncG— 
dome, tower, dome, tower, dome, red, pink, cream, 
jiiid white, washed gold and flashing in the morning 
sim. The traveller looses a breath, and with it his 
apprehensions and preconceptions. Here is some¬ 
thing not merely w'orthy, but whose like has never 
Iwen. W^ith a shiver cf impatience he shakes off 
con temporary' standards, and makes ready to evoke those 
of Greece, the Renascence, ami the .Mogtils, 

The motor moves fonvard again. Beside the arcli lie 
circular basins of water. In front, on either side of the 
gravelled way, run strips of park, grass, and trees, to the 
ividth of iS '9 yards each. Tlie trees disclose gleams of 
other ivaters. These ate w-atcr-ways, connecting with the 
ha.sins by the arch, and continuing parallel with the central 
drive as far as the Great Place, a disHince of a mile and 
a quarter. This central drive is known as the King’s \Vay% 
L'p it the tall black lamp-posts still persist. Half way is 
a crossing road, rjff which, to the right, shmd the far^ade and 
half a side of the Record Office, But there is no time to turn 
tlie heail. The central groujr at tlie end liegins to reveal 
itself; and with every detail its enigma and grandeur 
increase. 

Tlic emirieTicc on, which it stands, once know'n as the 
Raisina Hill, has been investeri, from in front, with an 
artificial character hy foundation walk of rich rhubarb stone; 
50 that, from hai'ing lieen a gimtle rise in the ground, it now 
pretends to the illusion of a pcrtentoiis feat of building, as 


though its entire area, half a mile across. ha<l lieen raised 
above tiie siirroimding country by human effort, From this 
massive undercarriage rise the end-fai;ades of the two 
Secretariats, rcfl to the first storey, white above. .At either 
corner of each fa^-adc project pillared extensions, throwing 
heavy triangular shadows on the intei vening w'alls (Fig. 3 
Plate 11). 'Hiesc shadow's give depth and solidity to the 
buildings, and increase their character of entrance-lodges, on 
a huge scale, to the steeply rising roadu'ay in lyetwecn them, 
Over the centre of each facade stands a slender white tower; 
while from the central p<»int of each whole building, a 
considerable waj' back, rise tw'o companion domes of cream 
stone, set un tall bases of the same material picked out in 
red, These domes, siinnounted each by a cupola, are 
5ha]»^ like those of St. Peter’s and St, Paul’s, after the 
fashion cf the High Renascence. From the ercss-roads on 
the King's Way they stand up outside, though lower than, 
the towers in front. Then, as the motor draws on, they 
graduidfy nu)\*e inward, till the tow'ers cut across them, and 
at length they reappear, diminished in helglit, on the inside.

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pivotal aioJ more distinguished moniinH’nt. For Ttearly 
400 yards along the same, though now uplifted, axis as 
the King's Way, their main bulks face one another, 117 
vards apart, and separated Iiy invisible platforms, through 
whieli niiis a broad gradient of asphalt in a red stone trough. 
At the tup of this gradient, though evidently v'ery* distant, 
stands a column of white marble, suggesting the inierx'cning 
ievel. And Inyond this again appears another central 
dome, upheld, ■'■ghi and left, by a stupendous white 
colonnade, a furlong and a hall in length, whose total extent 
is cut short by the converging i>erspective of the Secretariats, 

I'his dome, a Hat hemisphere of glistering metal suppi>rted 
on a great red and white plinth three times its dep^ and 
half again as deep as its owm diameter, seems im|x>mous 
to the laws of distance. From the middle of the Kmg’'s 
Way it appears to be neither hehiml the Secretariats nor 
in front of them [t^g, 3), Enough that, in a sym¬ 
metrical plan, it lies Ijotwccn them. F’or its character is 
so arresting, so unprecedented, so unin^'iting of comparison 
with known architecture, that, like a sovereign crowned 
and throned, it sutHircIinates evcrj'thing witiiin view to 
increase its ovirt state, and stands not to lie judge<l by. 
but to judge, its attendants. The Secretariats, remarkable 
buildings in themselves, exist only in relation to It, and 
inasmuch as they minister to its success. Its individuality, 
its difference fmm every dome since the Pantheon and 
particularly from tlie dmnes adjoining, lies in its intrinsic 
solidity. It has the character of a pure mwmmenL 
Encircled witii a narrow gaJler\^ whose function is o^nly to 
provide, by its blind shadow, a black and further solidifying 
variant to the red and white, it seems not to have Iretm built, 
but to have been poured coinjiact from a mould, im}rermeable 
to age, dtstined to stand for ever, to watch the rise of an 
eighth Delhi and a hundredth 'Delhi. Let the breath of 
destruction threaten all around; tills it cannot penetrate. 
Such an expression of irrefragable permanence, of the 
monumerital function triinscending all considerations of 
adornment or utility, recalls the architectural intentions of 
Antiquity, of Egj^pl, Babylon, and Persia, and alone makes 
the first drive tip the King's Way an e.vjjeriencc of instant 
and increasing pleasure. 

As the motor approaches the Great Place, the colonnade 
beneath the dome gradually sinks below the le\T| of tlio 
Secretariats’ platforms; so that the monument stands by 
itself, appearing to rise ofl the top of tlie asphalt gradient 
Ix-tw'cen tiictn. It has rcccdetl now. Its top has sunk 
Ijclow the roof-line of the Secretariats. But the marble 
column stands out in front, to indicate the extent, half a 
mile in length, of the intermediate distance. 

llie pure whiteness of this column contrasts with the sand¬ 
stone cream of the Secretariats and of the dome lieliind it, 
and still more with the burnt rosy red of their foundations 
and the dome's galicry. These two sandstones, employed in 
all the chief buildings of Kew Delhi, have come from tlie 
same (pjarry. The contrast beriveen them is intense; in 
fact the degree of this ttUrnsify has played an imjH>rtiuit 
part in determining the propcjrfion of foundation to upper 
storey, and in reducing the wea|wns of architectural 
definition and emphasis to a minimum, throughout the cilv. 
But at the same lime tiiere is none of that glaring disimity 
displayed by Mogul buildings, where white ritarble of an 
entirely separate patina and luminosity is employed with 
the same red stone. For in Kew' DcUu, the red and cream. 


being of the same texture, and each containing the tints 
of the other, seem to grow' into one another, as they' did in 
tiic earth. In Mogul buildings, tile marble Jx'GOnies simply 
an electric decoration, an exquisite appliance. Here, the 
light is aiisorbed and refracted equally by Iwith stones, and 
every, building shares to sonie extent the quality of the 
central dome—as though it had been poured liquid from a 
mould lUid as though the red, Ixiing heavier, had sunk to 
tlie bottom. In both colours tlie atone has an exquisite 
freshness, bathing in light like the petals of a flou'er in rlew', 
At the same time, the essential affinity of the two colours 
produces an air of strength and maturity, which attains, 
on a sufficient scale, to grandeur. 

-A mile and a quarter from the Arch, tvi*o low triangular 
ffiglits of steps on either side of the King's Way mark the 
rise to the Great Place, a rectangle viath elliptical ends 
(Fig. 4), 2 (ii acres in e,\tent, and lying across the axis 
of die main design. The middle is empty, save for the 
necessary' traffic islands; so that nothing interrupts die 
view of the gradient between the Secretariats and tlie 
central dome above it. But at either end of the Place are 
set three fountains, each 240 feet in length and consisting 
of two circular sheets of w'atcr joined by an oblong on a 
slightly lower level (Fig. 2). In eadi fif these triple 
groups, the fountains are set at right-angles to one another, 
the centre one laterally, pointing outwards along the length 
of the Great Place, the other two piirallel with the King's 
VVay and exactly in line ivith the Hanking waterw'ays, with 
which one of them actually connects, while its opposite 
nuinlier lies across the Place immediately beneath the enti- 
fa^ades of the Secretariats. The circular sheets at cidicr 
end of the fountains are of different sixes; the larger 
placctl outermost in each case, and sprouting a stnne obelisk, 
altogether 30 feet high, from a double basin on a pedcstid; 
the smaller and inner decorateil only with a tiny curling jet. 
All six fountains are executed in the red stone, which their 
blown spray turns a rich rust colour. Finally, the ellipses 
of the Place are rounded ofl with curving nish-ptaited rail¬ 
ings of the same stone, 15 feet high, and finished, where 
radiating thoroughfares cut through them, with stone 
posts Iwaring stone lanterns (A, page 17,) .As an urbttn 
space conceived in dressed stone, only the piazza of St. 
Peter's can compare with the Great Place of Kew' Delhi 
for spaciousness smd economy of design. 

1 must here interpolate a personal experience. 1 had 
readied this fioint in my observations when a company of 
Scottish soldiers, heralded by bagpipes, marehed tlirougli 
the stone railings on to one end of the Great Place, and 
threading pa.st the three fountains reached a point between 
the Secretariats. Here they w'heelcd sharply to the left 
and went at a smart pare up the a^halt gradient in the 
direction of the centnd dome. The dianiatic value of 
Scottish kilts and ScottisJi music in foreign countries is fully 
realized by the authorities, who alw'aj's use it to give point 
to " forceful demonstrations “; nor is that value Jesseticd 
by the presence of a khaki coal-scuttle on each man's head. 
But in this setting, beneath this range of towering buildings 
mullicolotired in the blue sky, amidst all thisdecoratird space, 
tlie apparition of these troops defiling up that mysterious 
trougli betw'ccn the Secretariats toivards the glowing dome 
beyond, their accoutrements flashing in the India 11 sun.

dour^ was evoketl. TJie whole hi&tor>' of civilized 
man, of all his politics, ompifesp thrones, and 
wars, of all Jiis effort to gotTm and l>e gov erned, 
followetl in the soldiers" wake. That the entire 
spectacle, men and hnildingSp ivas tlie sym- 
l>ol of English domiiitoji, seemed merely in¬ 
cidental. Hilt that the evolution of government 
i’otild demandp and create, in its everyday 
course, such a spectacle, seemed to postulate an a|KitJieiJsis 
of humaji order. Indian nationalists, should they see them, 
will detect a propagaiklist ring in these words, and will 
fKiint my attention from gaudy display to the riglits of inatL 
To which it must be answeretl that beauty is infallible, and 
confers a measure of right on itserratorsp wliatever their sins. 
To the right of the Great Idace lies a cirt uJar buildingp 
approximately 125 yards in diameter, and a fifth of that 
distance, or 75 fec-t, high. This ampliitheatrc is tJie (-ouncil 
Chamber (Eig^. 5, h and 7, and page iq). Its outer casing 
falls into three divisions: a red foundation, whence project 
various carriage-fxirc lies: a middle storey enclosed within a 
colonnade uf heavy white stone pillars: and abos-e the comice 
which they supj^ort, a small attic storey of wdiite plaster, 
w'hich is divided in two by the heavy shadow of another 
comke. Finally, above the cent re, protrude three quarters of 
an irrelevant w^art-likc cupola. Tlie idea underlying this 
building IS vvcsrtliy and remarkable, liut its executioti has 
not been succesfifill. I he pillars, though in themselves w'ell 
proportioned, are so placed, and are so numerous, *is to 
appear unplexisaritly tliirip like the iron stmts of a fender 


A building so stpiat in proportion to its area netxJs to Kttisfy 
the eye wIili an illu.sion of massive snlidityi as tliough it 
were an outcrop of the rock tieneath. Unfortunately* the 
colonnade products precisely the opposite effect; while 
the attic storey, robbed of meaning by its comice, appears 
to be merely a screen. In addition, the red foundation 
looks more like a red veneer than a heavy plinth such as 
the building demands^ the red being carried neither high 
enough up nor far enough out. 

It h perhaiis unfair to stress the poverty of the Council 
Chaml^er in a preliminarv' survey* as it stiinds aptirt from the 
main design; and, considered as a companion to the wliole 
rather than as a scjiarate entity, it possesses certain merits. 
Its roliindity, while striking a note of pleasant unexpecti^d- 
ness, nevertheless prevents it from impinging on the 
symmetry of the general lay-out, as a square building, with 
its inevitably triangular shadows, mnst have done. It must 
lie admitted that, in view of its pcsitien, its unobtmsiveness 
is a major ’virtue. 

It remaim nmv to ascend the gradient between the 
Secretariats, and to resolve the mystery of the white pillar*

The Viceroy's House, whose chief ornament is the 
i 1 1 nf die citv already described, presents a

;ulva.nce of the main IxkIv, arc each ^34 feet ^vide tPlates 
Ml. IV, Pigs, 10 iS and pages 23-^27}. The total length of 
tlic house is therefore 630 feet or 210 yards. The dome 
rises 170 feet from the c«jurtyard. and i8u feet from the 
level of the surrounding plain. 

Beneath the dome, a portico of twelve pillars, each 
30 feet high, is apprf cached by a stupendoii:i pj^amid of 
stei)s which spky out to meet the ground, thus increasing 
their perspective by an optical trick. This portico is 
slightly recessed. On either side of it. supportetl on the 
rnassivc red foiiiulation that nins oil round the house^ 
stiuid pylon tc blocks of masonrt' in couples, einbclJislietl with 
hat niches at the bottom and sm^dl windows,^lack and 
square, immediately beneath the comice above, iktv^een 
each of these couples is a black space^ wider at th^ top 
than the iKittom, and relieved at the sides by single columns, 
between which are placed diininutive statdes of the King 
and Queen in white marble. This marble contrasts brightly 
with the black shadow behind, and also with the cream 
sandstone on either side. BeSow^ each of these statues, 
which are 23 feet off the ground, lie cirailar poob framed 
in white marble; and on cither side of these, tall pedestals, 
again of white marble, which are intended to receive four 
pnmeing horses.^ 

Beyond the pylonic couples, in either direction, run 
colonnaded galleries, of sonieu hat less depth than the jwrtico, 
till received by other pylons to meet the comers, whence 
the wings project from pylons at riglit-angles to the last, 
llie insides of the wings, similarly colonnaded, end in 
couples of pylons similar to those which contain statues 
of the King and Queen; as also do their end-facades 
(page 26}, The red base throughout Is broken by a series 
of maguiricendy proportioned archways, black sJiapes, 
wlifj^ key-stoncs rise up to hind the narrow- bases of 
the colonnaded galleries. Hut the red stone reaches 
only" as high as the point, 14 feet up. whence springs 
the curve of the arch. Thence to the base of the colonticVdes 
is wliite; so, too* is all ab>ve. hy this means the arches, 
unlike those of similar ptisititm in the Secretajiats, bring 
the foundations into unity wdth the upper part and increase 
the value of the ratio betwwn the two colour?. 

Al>ove the colonnades and the |>ortico runs a blind 
parapet, rlelicately hnished with an iniperceptihle red inlay 
as to meet the sky with decision^ and at the comers 
continuing the convergent lines of the pylonic blocks, 
liencath this parapet projects* to a distance of 8 feet* a 
chiijja, a thin blade of stone shaped like a tin cooking-ilishp 
and sloping downwards from a line of black and white dots 
at the base o( ilie parapet. Thiis duijja, whose underneath 
is ckiHrorated with a bold pattern of reti. runs the wdiole way 
round tlje house, binding wings, pylons, colonnades, nn<l 
blank walls Jnio a comfiosite w^holc. 1'hat the building is a 
composite whole is its strongest feature. And the importance 
of the chujja cannot therefore be exaggerated { Figs, 10, 13, 
14, 17 and 18; and B, page 24). Without it the building 
wi>uld disintegrate into grmips* wniild 1>ecome a kind of stone 
encampmetit rather than a piece of architecture, Ikit the

of its blai'k shadow, or. when the sun has changed position, 
hy tlif light its top catches when alt above and bdow it 
is in darkness. Witlumt the most profound understanding 
of the manipulation of light and shade, no building in India 
can c^^^ tje successful. This understanding the classic 
builders of India. Hindu and Mohammedan alike, possessed 
in the highest degree (H, page ig). And the architect here 
has not hesitated to take his lesson from them. 

The parapet abo\'e this admirable de^nce is broken, at 
the comers ami beside the portico, by diminutive cupolas, 
properly t alleii challris, wdiich appear in couples, one above 
each of the sixteen pylon ic l>iocks ^-iaible frojn the front 
(A, page 15, and R. page 26). Only their to|K, of heavily 
moulded red, cajjpeil with white and set on white blade- 
like cfiujjas, rise al>ove the parapet: below*, their bodies arc 
indicated by a liollow break showing daylight. These cljatiris 
ate verv small and very severe. Their function is to define, 
not to decorate, the roof-line, and to suggest, with the 
utmost reticence, that a dome is to be uplifted. 

They are not, however, the only additions to the rool- 
line. From the centre of each parapet of the wings end- 
facades, rises a stepped plinth of white stone, which supports 
a saucer, and above this, another saucer. This niotive is 
repeated above the comers of the portico, on either side of 
the dome; though here the plintlis are set back behind the 
parapet. The saucers arc fountains (Figs, ig, 14, 17, i 3 , 
Plate XI, and C, page zg). From the smaller a circular 
cascade descends into the larger. The engine to work them 
is concealed by the main flight of steps leading to t lie portico, 

Tliere remains the dome {Figs. lO, ig. Plates l\ 
and XIl). Set back from the parapet, so as to be over 
the middle of the house and present a symmetrical effect 
from the sides, a s<]uaro white base, rising well into the range 
of vision, supports a ponderous red circle, The comers of 
this base have been cut into narrow* facets, w'hich are con¬ 
tinued upward into small blocks that point diagonally in¬ 
wards towards a hypothetical centre. But on tlie fronts o 
these the w*hite onlj* forms a stepped pattern; the comers 
and sides have Iwcome red. The tops of these blocks h^e 
scarcely begun tlieir inward course before they are absor t 
into octagonal comer turrets of red stone—octagonsU, 
that three sides and half two others are in their turn absor 
into the circular red plinth behind. Beth plinth and turrets 
are very squat and massive, and are furtl^er bound to one 
another at the top by a boldly projecting all-round moul iOq, 
which follows iilike the circle and tlie swelling facets of tti<^ 
turrets with the most complete and satisfying unifomutj- 
This brings the eye to a gallery whose red stone roof, sloping 
downwards, ^tnd thin as a sheet of iron* describes a similar 
course.

II.—A Short History of the City. 


I.— 'I7ie Main Bni/ilirigi. 

jA FTKP a curson^ view of the city as it is, it will 

nk not he out o( place to in<iuire how it came to be. 
/ M On iXjccmber XZ, 1911, iieorge V, King anfl 
/ l^mpcnM;,in the coursi'of the Delhi Durbar, proclaimed 

* -^his decision that the capital of India should return 
to its ancient site. He expressed a desire that '' the planning 
and designing id the public huikitiigs to be erected Ije considered 
with the greatest deliberation and care," in order that the new 
city slumld be worthy of its predecessors. As an earnest of 
the official intention he and the Quceti-Etnpress laid two 
foundation stones, hastily slicwl out of uiie, on a spit some 
ten miles distant fr<^m the present site. Tliesc, after various 
vicissitudes, have been respectfully Incorporated in the present 
buildings. 

Kn sooner was the decision made jniblic than an angn- 
controTiersy broke loose, Calctilta, fotunied amidst the vik^st 
climate, the remotest rnarslics, and the most intemperate people 
in India, embellished and aggrandized by successive Viwnivs 
^rith monstrous buildings and preposterous statues* and breath¬ 
ing a preponderantly c^Nmniercial opinion upm the fate nf 
people, clamoured to retain the cnunenco for which 
it was so patently unfitted. In England, a chorus of informed 
rage found vent in the columns of Th^ Ji'wies. Undeterred, the 
ln<lia (Jffice ami the ('rovemment of India took the first and 
vital step in tlje creation of a new capital. Tliey api>oinled 
an architect to build it. 

It was fuUy realized that if the. city were ever to materialise 
on the scale suggested, its building would ikffcr a field for 
architectural invention such as had hPit been voucksafed the 
talent of Europe since Pope Leo X 1 >Egan the demnlition of 
old St. Peter's. This field, tills opprirtunity, was to be placed 
in the hands of (ine man. When we recall the Irremediable 
horrrjr of the buildings erected in Limdon at the Ircginning of 
this centuiy^—of the Victoria Memorial, Kingsw-ay, Oxford 
Circus, the Piccadilly Hotel* and Westminster Cathedral—and 
wheii wt! recall the distinction that attached to theil- authors— 
the official choice of a true artist in the person of Edwin 
Lutyens must seem a God-sent accident. Xfithing happier 
liad graced the public life of Imgland since ticofge IV hit 
upon Xash+ 

To Im an artist in Englajid i.s to arouse suspicion. To eiitn!,^t 
an artist with a great imperial enterprise was to arouse the 
most profound apprehension. It w^as felt, and rightly, that a 
luan such as Lutyens would hesitate to rear a fXKcn by Kipling 
in stone. A second controversy arose* wdiich cannot/for tact’s 
sake, altogether ignorcxl. 'Por there resulted from it an 
attitude of prepidice against Lutyens as Lutvens which persists 
to this day, and which partially explains the fanatical hatred 
of the new capital expressed by all who are, or once were, 
British residents in India. 

In despite of all uppi.TSition, the architect, in commit tee with 
two others, proceeded tn rej>oft on the available sites; and 
Raisina Hill W'as approved, ^leanwhile 
the buildings had been taking shape in the architect's mind 
and on pa|.^r. FoUowiiig the timte uf Moipil builder.s, the 
rnatenals were to be stones of re<l and white, it was hoped 
^at the w^ite would be marble. But expense would not allow 
of this. The viceroy's House was designed In two sandstones. 


as it now stands, but surmounted by a larger, more expansive 
dome. Tlic latter had to be decr£*ased for the same reason as 
the marble abandoned. 

In 1912, Lord Hardingc^ the then Viceroy, had the misfortune 
to announce tliat the buildings must be completed in four years. 
.Sii Edwin lAityens, faced with the necessity not only of design¬ 
ing in so short a time the complicated interiors of the Viceroy's 
House, the SecTCtariats, and the Council Chamber, but of planning 
and suj^r\ising the lay-out of a city calculated to hold 70,000 
persons and to allow' for unlimiteci expansion in the future, 
was obliged to ask for assistance. His choice of a coadjutor 
fell on Sir Herlicrt Baker, already nuteci for his Govemmeut 
buildings at Pretcrici. It W'as decided that w'hilc Lutyens 
should retain the %Tceroy's House, w'ith its garden^ cen^t, 
stables, and bodyguard lineSr the lireat Place with its foufitain.s, 
the w'aterwaj-s and the King's Way, the Record Office* and the 
general taynmt of the city streets, as his province, liaker shitidd 
iin<icrtake the Secretariats and the Council Chamber. With 
the addition of the All-India War Memorial, the Arch at the 
fotd of the King's Way, w'hich w-as later assigned to Lutyens, this 
arrangemerit w:e? adhered to. Tlic main buildings of Hew* 
Delhi, as they stand tada\% are the work of tw'o men, united 
by a single scheme of material and by a single^ though since 
modified, conception of their lay-out. Tliese unifying factors 
W'crc the w'ork of tlie original architect. 

Xo artist ever gave the best service of Ills life and genius to 
a project more wholly than Sir Edwin Lutyens to Hew Delhi* 
The Viceroy's House was the centre of his scheme, the favourite 
on which he lavished the resources of his thought; not oidy 
designing or overseeing tlie w^hole of the furniture dm^Ti to the 
botlrffijm crockery, but even placing the veiy' pansies in the garden* 
Since he was calle<i upon to provide it> the Viceroy of India 
should inhabit the most su^icrb <lwclling on earth—a dwelling 
that miglit serve a film-pnxiuccr as Babylon* yet please the 
visitor vvlth its soap-dtshes. On Eo.xing Day 1929, when I paid 
my firat vi^it to Neiv Delhi, the Viceroy hatl been in nesideure 
for sLxty hom^. f found Sir Edwin slightly bewildered. 

I f-eel," be said, ” as if the Viceroy's House were a newly 
married daughter. It seems extraordinary not to able to 
wander about it whenever I want to any more*" I 
reminded of Gibbon wjliloquy in the garden at Lausanne ; 
" I will not dissemble the first emotions cjf joy nn the

Elsewhere^ sites hav'c been resen'cd, and plans prepared bv 
Sir Edwin Lutyens, for the palaces of the Jam Sahib and the 
Maharajah Gtackwar of Barfda. He also dcsLgnLd the house 
of the Coiuniaiider-inXhTef. 

The English quarter of an Indian UAm, built to make life 
tr^V^rabir tn the heat, generally presents the aspect of a forest. 
Save in Bombay and CsJcutta, where land is valuabkp the houses 
are of one str^rcy and arc therefore mainly hidden the vegeta- 
tir>n artuind them, in England^ the wwd hungalmv '' is the 
€omj>lete expression of architeciural sin. In fndia it lias been 
transformed into something S4^1id and spacious, lending itself 
to the most diverse shapes, its w'iiigs hinging on obtuse angles, 
and its ends lieitig hnished with conches and apses, while it.s 
pillared Isiggias make play with parallel, or sometunes cuppisite, 
cuiwes. Each house is set in a compound of tw-tJ or three acreSp 
whose trees have maturef] in ten years, and become cnfirmous 
in tw'ciity ; so that a road containing tw'entv hf>uses un cither 
side would stretch from Afarble Arch to the British Musctim.

J be question is still ubscured by a blind curtain of prejudice.

Hut of that city’s general 
disagrcvableness, and of its unfortunate i>olitical atmosphere, 
enough has already been snid. Nnr is it nccessarv to stress its 
j^Mipraphical remoteness cnmp:tr«l with Delhi's "convenience.

West, sees only sw^^atccl bliMxl in the gorgeous and variegated 
buildings that shine over the ]>Iain. while the Indian p^^pulatirln. 
gonclling in the fielrk berncath, possesses an average ina^ine nf 
£2 a year. Xiir, even if be can bring himself to discard political 
and economic prejudice, is he ins|>ressed sesthcticaUy. Indian 
taste, save in jewels, miiitatiires, and stuffs, lias t>cen disastrously 
vitiated by the AA'cstem influence of the last century. Akfeir 
nr SItali Jehan w'ould have cried for joy at the seventh Dellii 
and have hailed its bmlclen> as their w'ortliy successors. Today, 
Indian princes comniiserate wdth l.a.dy Irwin on having to live 
in such a plain house." And the most cultivated of that 
aiigmst coqxiration ttpld inc wilti his own lips that he w'oukl 
hai e " preferred a conibination of the Hindu and Gothic styles."' 
His remark carried me back into the fantastic realms of HE>raoi:

The niaaner in %vhicli, as the vbdtor cotiies up the 
Kilim's Wa>\ the fnmt towois first appear i>n tlie 
inside of, then cut across:, and finally enclose, tiie 
central domes, has been described. Tliat thb effect 
is not entirely satisfactor>^ cannot in fairness be laid 
at Sir Herbert Baker's d<x>r. In hk original design, 
the toTfl'ers were to have been rivice their ^iresent 
height, Ky tov^mng the toners to such an extent, 
their tops have- heciii brought into rclatiun \Wth those 
ol the domes, so that the sky-line of the group at 
first descriljcs a convex arc, and afterwards, Jrom 
closer to, a concav-e. Had the to’^vers risen as was 
intended, they would hav'c binm divorced from the 
sky-line of the gnrnp altogether, simply cutting through 
it a^nd assuming the character of isolated sentinels, 
ft has Wn suggested that when the demands for 
economy were presented, the domes, rather than the 
tinecrs, should liave been reduced. Tlic dontt^: might 
have been aholkbed; though this would have l>een 
a trage^dy* iince they add greatly to the general effect 
cd the group and the city. Hut to ha\'c reduci^d 
their si2t would hav'c made them ridiculous. As it is, 
they biirely escape Umig too small for the enormous 
piles of buildings lietieaih them.

the great palaces of France and Italy, built

IV.—The Significance of Lutyens’s 

City. 


G RiOF^REY SCOTTt referring to tlie ourly part of 
the niiiLteemli tentur^'p writes in his AnhUecturc 
0/ Hmnanism: "'A romantic riassicism of sentinieitt 
and reflection lias ovcirhtiti and stifled theiTcative 
classicism wliicii ^rang up in the and till now 

had held controh In. imparting to the Renaissance tradition 
this literary^ flavourp in adopting this unprecedentedly imita¬ 
tive manner, tlie vigour of the RenaLssjiiice style was finally^ 
ami fatally injured and again ! The exactitudes of taste, 
the tmined and organixed discrimination whichp in the 
collapse of the old order (at the beginning of the nineteenth 
century^), men had iiKlubitably lost, were declared to be of 
less senace in framing a right judgment of architecture 
than tlic moral delicacy they conceived themselves to have 
acquirGfl. From the fact that tlie sculptures of the village 
church liave, or once had* an intelligible interest for the 
]>easantp it is at^ued that all architecture should address 
itself to the level of his understanding/* 

The significance of Lutyens's New Delhi, for those of the 
human race who roiiceni themselves with tlie arts, is that 
it marks the end^ and is the first cycle of hnildiugs to do so^ 
of the phase described by' Cleoflrey Scott, American sky-¬ 
scrapers and Yiennese worknu>n's dwellings have alreadv 
claimed to do this. But their indtistrial formSp if considered 
impartially, are really no less allusive, though certainly more 
refreshingp than the floral detaiJ of jiineteentli-ccnttiry-lTOtliic, 
New Delliip in its prtivincCp has revived the ix^rmnnent 
verity^ of humanism. 

fimnunism is aristocratic; the cult of the best. In former 
times, this cult receivetl ijuivers4il homage. 'I'oday'p when 
the ™igar must have not only a finger in every pie^ but an 
uj>inion on every savoury^ the ideal of quantity lint cC:placed 
tlisii qfiuitty^ tififiossiblc. But since, 

comparutively speaking, it was attained in the past, the 
past is now Ijclieve^lp in the realm of art. to hoUl a monopoly^ 
of every'thiiig tliat is Ix'st, Hence the vulgar taste for 
alhisionp remiiiLscence. and sentiment in art.ltlie cniving for 
moral reminders of past excellence and present devotion 
to ujt^pontaneous past ideals. The yjtesent has lost confi- 
dciice in iLs own esthetic capacity'. And witli that con¬ 
fidence, it has lost ats£) the joy of search for the best and 
pursuit of the beauty of the world, %vhich is humanism, A 
finv of the attenuated muses, luikien from the democracy 
that hates tliem, are beginning to find sustenance again. 
But ardiitecturc cannot be hidden. And her spirit, clothed 
in toque and feathers of moral ron:tunre. remains a griTining 
skull 

III 191 r. Sir Etiwin Lutyens, at once architect and 
humani,sL but fettered [so it seems to msvny^) by the ^Kiwerful 
and admirable tradition of eighteeiuh-centuty' building in 


ills iiWTi cnuntr\\ was commissionerl to design a city in ,\sia. 
liefore him lay an arid plain: abovCp a fierce sun and a blue 
sky"; near by, the ghost of an ancient imperial capital; and 
Oil every' stele a people wlio, from prince to coolie womanp 
possess an innate an<l living desire for what is proper and 
l>est. Behind him stood an imposing jxilitical organization, 
a superb prod net of the European genius. The mainspring 
of thi^ organization mit&t be housetl Its houssing must be 
both convenient and magnificent. 

Like all humanists. Sir Edwin Lutyens had drunk of the 
European past, and he now' drank of the Indian, He lx>r- 
rovved themes and inventions from both, Bnt lie used 
them as Beethoven used snatclies of popular songs in liis 
symphonies, or Shakespeare old legends lu his plays. 

Ill so doing, he has accomplished a fusion betw'eeu East 
and West, and created a novel work of art. But the fusion 
iietw'ceii East anti West is only^ incidentally one of architec¬ 
tural motives, It h a fusion also of tastes, comforts^ and 
conceptions of beauty% in different climates. The Mogul 
Emperors, behind tlieir gorgeous facades, lived in rooms 
like housemaids' closets—thoiigli set with pearls and rubies, 
l^uty'ens hits combined the gorgeous facade, coloured and 
dramatic, of Asia, with the solid habitp cubic and intellectual, 
of European buikUng. Taking the best of East anil Westp 
bests which are complementary^, he has made of them a 
unity', and invested it witli a double magnificence.

But alxjve all, in every' rib and niouldingp in every block 
of stone* he has re^'t^aled and given life that perfectly^ bal¬ 
anced sanity'' and pro[>ortion wdiidi is the distitled essence 
of lieauty^ and Avliich Europe calls the iiunianist ideaL 
Sometimes, even, he has shouted for joy bi his earth, conjur¬ 
ing rays from a dome^ feum tains from a roof, a gkiss star 
from a column, and smoke from an arch. 

Geoffrey Scott, achlressing those who term the baroque 
style of architecture ostentatious, asks if they find ostenta¬ 
tion in the shout of an army. Other architectures/" he 
says, " by other men, have conveyed strength in repose. . - h 
H ut the laughter of strength is expressed in one style only; 
the Italian barotpie architecture of the seven teciUh 
century',"^ New" Delhi has caught the echo of that laughter. 
It peals over the land^ mitigating for those who liear it, the 
steel fury- of the sun and tlie tmgixly of conflicting effort. 
But those who hear it are few'. The majority arc deaf to all 
but the '' rights of man ""—whether to give or to withhokl 
them. They' forget that one of those rights is beauty% This 
at least tlie English have given. And for this at least the 
Einglish w ill be remem beral.

Obituary. 

J. STARKIE GARDNER: 1844-1930. 

\Ve regret to record the death of Mr. J. Starkie Gardner, tlic 
noted English metal w^orker and dc^signer. He founded the nielal 
w'orH bearing his name in r^^3, and w^s personal warrant iiolder 
ti:p King luiiiVard VII and King George V, as metal w^urker- 
Among his Famoics achievements were the wrought-1 run gat<^^ 
and screens, which he d<rsigned and made, erected at Hol>TfXid 
Palace as a memorial to King Kdwurd VII. He abo made aud 
eri-ctCKl Victoria Crate, Hyde Park, London. .\t one time he was 
a mernlxr of the Aiatiquiiries, Linnean and linihjgical StHrSerics, 
and has written, lectured and read pipers on ontiquarisin. 
gcnk)gic^| and britanical subjects. 

His publications included w'orks nn arnunir^ enamels, old silver, 
and fikssil plants. He also wrote rif irim ; he wrote equallyyf ^be 
men wdio Worked iron, and how' and why they worked it. That is 
why his books are still sts valuable. He retired from the firm 
bearing his name in 1923, after spending over half a century in 
prmiigtiiiis efforts to adv-aiire the arts, wrong ht-irouw'ork iu 
particular.
